There must be a distinction 
made between the people of the 
Saar Valley and those of Alsace 
and Lorraine, Prof. Barlow said. 
Although the residents of the lat¬ 
ter two French territories are 
for the most part Germanic, both 
regions have been politically 
French since Louis XIV. It is

Pick Up Candy Saturated 
With Strychnine Intend- 
ed For Dogs 


Head Of Local PTA 
Selected To Appear

Two Sierra Madre children 
held poisoned candy in their 
hands Tuesday, raised the death 
laden bits to their mouths . . . 

Their motlier ran out from the 
house, brushed the stuff to the 
ground, horrified she discovered it 
to be saturated with strychnine. 
She started down the street, trying 
to remember more distinctly the 
appearance of an old man she 
had seen toss bits of something 
to the ground some minutes be¬ 
fore. 

He Is believed to be the same 
man who has poisoned a dozen 
pet dogs in the past year. This 
time he almost murdered two 
children. If he reads this item he 
will know that. 

Near the scene of several other 
poisonings or attempted poison¬ 
ings, the latest discovery of can¬ 
died strychnine was in front of 
the Cy Young home, at 431 West 
Ramona. Mrs. Young saw an old 
man, with a paper bag, pass the 
house, and toss something onto 
the lawn. He threw more out of 
the bag e. little way tlown the 
street, then he hurried off. Later, 
she saw her children pick up 
what the man had dropped. There 
was more of it in nearby yards 
—In each case where the owner 
had a dog and where there were 
also children.

Just about that time the chief 
learned that one of the men who 
had been seen loitering In the vi¬ 
cinity of cardinal street on the 
night of the murder had been sent 
to the Missouri reformatory a week 
later on some minor charge.

| will take a year before appear- 


S EEDS of many perennial 
plants may be sown now 
rather than next spring. 
They will have a corresponding 
longer growing season next year. 
Then, too, the weathering of win¬ 
ter speeds up germination in 
many of them which, sown in 
the spring, are slow to appear. 

Sow delphiniums, columbines, 
gaillardias, foxgloves, Canterbury 
bells, peach-leaved belleflowers, 
coreopsis—in fact any of the 
hardy perennials—now and save 
that much spring work and get 
better results in the way of ger¬ 
mination. Primrose seed gives 
much higher percentage of ger¬ 
mination if sown in the fall than 
in the following spring. 

Sow the seed in rows where 
it may grow along until the 
plants are of sufficient size to 
transplant. The one danger of 
fall planting is the wash from 
heavy rains, a danger always in 
planting seeds in the open. To 
obviate this danger, mulch the

Offer $10,000 Prize 
To Break World*s 
Auto Speed Record 

World famous automobile pilots 
wil settle America’s speed laurels 
at the Los Angeles Municipal 
Airport next Sunday afternoon, 
December 23, by smashing all 
existing dirt track records at the 
one and one-half mile course. 
New dirst track marks became 
assured with the announcement 
that the course is in excellent 
condition after the recent rains. 

Tests to determine which driv¬ 
er will grab off the pole position 
and the order in which the others 
will start Sunday’s battle began 
Thursday and continue today. 
From the standpoint of speed 
and competition no automobile 
race ever held in the West ap¬ 
proaches Sunday’s 200 mile battle 
for the speed crown and the 
$10,000 in prize money. 

"Wild Bill" Cummings, who is 
leading in the race for National 
speed honors, believes he has the 
edge on other pilots in speed. 
All of them will be shooting at 
him, especially the Western con¬ 
tingent that is led by A1 Gordon, 
Kelly Petillo and Rex Mays. Pe- 
tillo, the popular Italian lad, set 
the fastest qualifying time at In¬ 
dianapolis last Memorial Day. 

When the cream of the World’s 
best drivers line up Sunday af¬ 
ternoon more than $200,000 worth 
of automobile equipment will be 
battling it out for the speed hon¬ 
ors. 

Photographs Show 
How Earth Looks To 
Observers On Moon 

Mount Wilson astronomers’ lat¬ 
est achievement is the develop¬ 
ment of a special process en¬ 
abling them to get photographs 
showing how the earth would ap¬ 
pear to -an observer on the moon. 
The practical use for such photos 
lies in comparing them with 
those of Mars and other planets 
in order to gain data on light 
spectrum phenomena. Through 
this method it already has been 
ascertained that there is a negli¬ 
gible quantity of oxygen on 
Mars. 

In a recent report to the Car¬ 
negie Institution in Washington, 
D.C., the Observatory made 
known the trick whereby these 
unusual photographs were se¬ 
cured. At the new moon phase, 
the moon's crescent is illuminated 
by the sun, and the dark sec¬ 
tion is feebly lighted by earth- 
shine—or sunlight reflected from 
the earth to the moon. But the 
time the earthshine light reaches 
the Mount Wilson photographic 
plates the light has passed three 1 
times through the earth’s atmos j 
phere. The resultant spectrum 
pictures furnish valuable data on ! 
the absorption of light by the 
earth’s atmosphere. 

A new 20-in telespoce has been 
added to the observatory equip¬ 
ment, to be employed in making 
ultra-violet ray experiments. The 
instrument is in a house on 
wheels, and was put into use for 
the first time two years ago in 
New Hampshire to observe the 
last total eclipse of the sun.

Country*s Orange 
Crop Above Normal 
Even After Freeze 

The surprising information that 
total winter orange and grape¬ 
fruit supplies from California and 
Florida would still be equal to, 
if not greater than normal, even 
after deducting the loss from the j 
recent freeze in Florida, was 
disclosed yesterday by Paul S. i 
Armstrong, general manager of 
California Fruit Growers Ex¬ 
change, who discussed the citrus 
situation before the final day’s 
session of the 67th annual Fruit 1 
Growers and Farmers Conven¬ 
tion. 

“The latest information we 
have from Florida indicated a 
25 to 35 percent loss on oranges, 
75 percent loss on tangerines, 
and 15 to 20 percent loss on 
grapefruit.” said Armstrong. “Cit¬ 
rus men know that these per¬ 
centages of damage do not neces¬ 
sarily mean like amounts of de¬ 
crease in shipments, and that the 
l extent of damage and actual 
elimination of fruit depend upon 
; weather conditions following the 
; freeze, and cannot be accurately 
; known for at least two or three 
weeks. 

Armstrong stated that if a. 
third of Florida's remaining 
orange crop was eliminated by 
the freeze, there would still be 
as many oranges to market be¬ 
tween now and next spring as 
were sold last year.
